Tariff Not Responsible | 


So far as I can gather, a major dis- 
covery to date is that the direct duty 


on farm implements entering Canada | 


has now very little to do with the 
high prices, although other tariff re- 
strictions (such as duty valuations) 
may be more significant, what would 
happen if the duty was taken off en- 
tirely, on imports from all countries, 
is problematical. But there is, ac- 
cording to the analyses of farm im- 
plement costs submitted to the com- 
mittee, a very wide spread between 
the cost of some farm machinery at 
the factory and the price to the farm- 
er. I noticed one illustration in par- 
ticular. A machine costing something 
over $900 at the factory ran up to 
$2,400 by the time it was taken out 
by the farmer at his local dealer’s. 
The difference, of course, was not all 
profit, nor agent’s commissions. But 
a layman would certainly say offhand 
that there is something wrong with 
a distribution service when a $900 
machine cannot be laid down in a 
farmer’s front yard for less than 
$2,400. 

Another observation is common to 
almost all industrial production under 
the profit system. It costs a great 
deal more per machine when produc- 
tion is slack than it does when a fac- 
tory is running full blast. As a con- 
sequence, farm implements cost much 
more per implement to make when 
times are hard and farmers haven’t 
any money, than they do when de- 
mand is good and the farmers are 
relatively able to pay. Why? 
cause the overhead cost of a factory 
is much the same when it is running 
10% of capacity as at 90%. The ov- 
erhead per implement in the former 
case may be several times what it is 
in the latter. 

The effect being that just when the 
farmer needs a little relief in the way 
of lower costs of production, he is 
faced with exactly the opposite. 

So much, and a good deal more, the 
farm implement committee is discov-

THE WORLD OF WHEAT 


By H. G. L. Strange 
—--:0: -—~ 

A most unusual situation exists at 
the moment with the price of wheat 
on world markets, 

No. 1 Northern Canadian wheat at 
Liverpool is selling for 14 cents a 
bushel more than the best Australian, 
21 cents higher than the best Indian 
and 25 cents more than the best Ar- 
gentine. 

These spreads are considerably 
greater than the extra quality of the 
“Manitobas” usually warrants, yet 
today, at these wide spreads, such 
quantities weekly are being purchased 
as will probably bring the carry-over 
of Canadian wheat on August 1 next 
down to a normal level of not more 
than 40 million bushels, 

Why is it that suddenly the world 
is purchasing so much Canadian 
wheat at such unusual premiums? 

Two explanations are made, One is 


good deal of Canadian wheat now 
being purchased is not for immediate 
consumption, but rather for storing 
up against possible war. Canadian 
wheat is particularly well-suited for 
this because it has good keeping qual- 
ities, 

Sooner or later, however, these wide 
price spreads will narrow up. 

Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Italy and Germany con- 
tinue to purchase wheat from many 
countries in large quantities—Spain 
bidding for wheat—Argentine large 
shipments being eagerly bought— 
Wheat area in North China needs ad- 
ditional moisture—Prices of many 
raw materials rising—Mexican vege- 
table crops damaged by frost.

THE PEOPLE'S LEAGUE 


Non-partisan attitude of the Peo- 
pie’s League of Alberta was empha- 
sized Tuesday evening, when A. 
Macleod Sinclair, K.C., Calgary bar- 
rister, spoke on the League’s regu- 
iar broadcast program. 

Mr. Sinclair, recognized as a Lib- 
cral, in his introduction remarks 
said, “l am not speaking tonight on 
behalf of any party, political or 
otherwise, The People's League of 
Alberta have afforded me this op- 
portunity of exposing the tricks of 
the Aberhart Government and pro- 
testing against its efforts to deprive 
through the ballot box how and by 
whom they shall be governed.” 

Despite the many momentous mat- 
ters of business discussed at the first 
meeting of the temporary Provin- 
cial Executive of the People’s League 
of Alberta held in Calgary last week 
there was one outstanding feature— 
the unanimity of opinion of the rep- 
resentatives present. 

Men from mining areas, ranching 
districts, mixed farming and grain 
farming sections, the various pro- 
fessions and business all agreed that 
steps must definitely be taken to 
rescue Alberta from its present po- 
sition. 

First executive meeting of the 
People’s League of Alberta, held in 
Calgary last week, served to create 
something of an attendance record. 

The statement covering future 
policy, unanimously accepted Friday 
morning, said: 

.‘The People’s League of Alberta 
believes that political party cleavage 
prevents united action by persons 
holding as individuals the same 
views on the more important pro- 
vincial issues, and is a destructive 
force, detrimental to the best inter- 
est of the Province. It is, therefore, 
abundantly clear that some unifying 
force is required to bring about 
sane, sound and progressive govern- 
ment. With a view to attaining this 
objective, the People’s League of Al- 
berta, as a non-partisan organization, 
offers itself as such unifying force, 
but stands ready to take direct po- 
litical action if deemed necessary by 
4a properly constituted convention.” 

The League is pledged to main- 
tain all the fundamental princi- 
ples of democracy, the right of the 
individual to freedom of thought and 
speech, freedom of the press and un- 
restricted access to the courts of 
justice,
